New Orleans, July 27.—A proposi­ 
tion to use top minnows in stagnant 
pools In place of oil to destroy yel­ 
low fever 
mosquitoes 
and prevent 
breeding Is advocated by Dr. Quitman 
Kohnke, city health 
officer of New 
Orleans. 
In an interview he said he 
contemplated asking the national gov­ 
ernment to establish at New Orleans 
a breeding pond for top minnows, to 
be used for stocking stagnant water 
about the city. 
Dr. Kohnke said: 
“Top minnows are more efficient as 
mosquito destroyers than 
gold fish, 
which are reported as ridding water 
of mosquitoes In Hawatl. 
In stagnant 
water I believe minnows are better 
than the use of oil, which 
spreads 
over the surface of the water. At the 
present time in the city’s drainage 
canal there are sufficient minnows to 
destroy all wlggle-tails, which develop 
Into mosquitoes. Frequently some one 
calls attention to the importance of 
oiling the surface of the drainage ca­ 
nal. This Is absurd on account of the 
fact that minnows in canals do not 
breed 
mosquitoes. 
Top 
minnows 
breed rapidly, so that lf properly han­ 
dled the supply can be made almost 
Inexhaustible.” 
The city of New Orleans at present 
Is spending $60,000 In the campaign 
against th? 
mosquito 
pest, cutting 
down weeds, drying up stagnant wa­ 
ter pools and oiling wherever ponds 
do not readily evaporate.

Upon looking from the window he saw 
the body of a man in the center of the 
area. Without attracting attention he 
made his way to the place, but news 
of the man's death could not be kept 
from the patrons and soon there was 
a hurried paying of checks and men 
and women leaving.

Hartje. tho respondent In the case, 
was attacked by an unknown man on 
the street. 
Despite the crowd about 
the court house a*, the time the man !

Mrs. Hartje left the building accom­ 
panied by Mrs. A. W. Slocum, who has 
been Ber constant companion through­ 
out the hearing.

They had, 
gone but a few steps from the court 
house when a man, having the ap­ 
pearance of a mill worker, thrust out 
his arm and, grabbing Mrs. Hartje, 
dragged her across the pavement, say­ 
ing: 
"Mary, come with me.” 
Screaming with fright, Mrs. Hartje 
managed to escape from the man and 
found refuge in Mr. Freeman’s office. 
In the meantime the crowd stood about 
apparently paralyzed at the incident. 
The man started to run, but was lost 
to those that took up the chase. Some 
few minutes later Mrs. Slocum point­ 
ed out a man as the assailant, and 
he was arrested, but was released 
when Mrs. Hartje said he was not 
the man. 
Thursday was the first time since 
the hearing that Mrs. Hartje has ap­ 
peared on the street without detect­ 
ive being near. 
At her own request, 
the detectives were dismissed from 
protecting her.

Had Made Cash Offer. 
Pittsburg, July 27.—Another coach­ 
man in the person of Wilbur Ashby of 
Washington, the husband of Blanche 
Ashby, came under the rays of the 
legal limelight when he was called to 
the stand Thursday in the Hartje di­ 
vorce case, to confirm what other mem­ 
bers of the negro 
delegation 
from 
Washington had 
said 
regarding al­ 
leged statem ents of the Ashby woman. 
The witness repeated the same story* 
that others had told—that his wife had 
said that Mrs. Hartje had offered her 
$300 and a bank account for the baby 
lf Blanche would swear that Clifford 
Hooe had never slept in the spare 
room of the Hartje house. 
Ashby also swore that his wife had 
told him that Mrs. Hartje had declar­ 
ed to her she was sorry she had not 
returned to live with Hartje when he 
asked her to go back home. 
At this 
statem ent Mrs. Hartje showed more 
astonishment than she has exhibited 
at any of the testimony hitherto. 
In cross examination a letter which 
Ashby had written to Mrs. Hartje was 
placed In evidence. In it be told Mrs. 
Hartje that lf “she could pay Blanche 
for speaking for her, Hartje could do 
the same." 
This took some of the 
wind out of H artje’s side, as all the 
testimony on that point had been to 
the effect that Ashby had written that 
lf Mrs. Hartje could pay Blanche for

MEAT INSPECTION. 


Following is a su m m ary of the 
m eat inspection bill, one ol the 
most im portant laws passed bv the 
Fifty-ninth Congress: 
I 
F i r s t Inspection— Before any 
1 cattle, sheep, swine, or goats are 
I taken into any establishment lor 
slaughtering and preparation for 
m a rk e t they m u st be examin ed 
while alive for an y signs of dis- 
; ease, and if such are found they 
! are to be slaughtered separately 
and the carcasses given a special 
i examination. 
T a?g— All carcasses are to be 
j carefully inspected and if sound, 


healthful, and fit for h u m a n food 
will be tagged,“ inspected and pas s­ 
e d ,” and 
if not, will be tagged 
“ inspected aud condemned," and 
in the latter case must be destroy­ 
ed in the presence of the govern­ 
m ent inspector. 
Second 
Inspection— After 
this 
first inspection another inspection 
of ca rcas es or parts of carcasses 
may be had to see if the meat has 
become unfit for h u m a n food eiuce 
the first inspection. 
Third I n f e c t i o n — An inspection 
m ust be made of all meat tood 
products, and this inspection wilt 
follow the product into the gun, 
pot, canvas, or other receptacle into 
which the same is put until the 
same is sealed. 
Labels on Cans— Any meat oi 
meat food products put into can. 
pot, or canvas or other receptacle, 
must have a label attached to it 
under tbe supervision of a govern­ 
ment inspector, which shall d a te 
the contents. 
Sanitary Requirements— All es 
tablishments which prepare meal 
for interstate or foreign commerce 
must be inspected by expert sani­ 
tary inspectors, and kepi in perio d 
sanitary 
condition 
according 
to 
rules and regulations provided by 
the government. 
Right of Way— Government i n ­ 
spectors are 
given 
the right to 
enter any part of any establish­ 
ment at any and all times.
